Obama to remove Cuba from state sponsor of terror list

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama will 
remove Cuba from the list 
of state sponsors of terror¬ 
ism, the White House an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, a key 
step in his bid to normalize 
relations between the two 
countries. 

The terror designation has 
been a stain on Cuba’s 
pride and a major stumbling 
block for efforts to mend ties 
between Washington and 
Havana. 

In a message to Con¬ 
gress, Obama said the gov¬ 
ernment of Cuba “has not 
provided any support for 
international terrorism” over 
the last six months. He also 
told lawmakers that Cuba 
“has provided assurances 
that it will not support acts of 
international terrorism in the 
future.” 

Cuba will officially be re¬ 
moved from the terror list 
45 days after the presi¬ 
dent’s message was sent 
to Congress. Lawmakers 
could vote to block the 
move during that window, 
though Obama would be 
all-but-certain to veto such 
a measure. 

Tuesday’s announce¬ 

ment comes days af¬ 
ter Obama and Cuban 


President Raul Castro met 
on the sidelines of a regional 
summit in Panama. The his¬ 
toric talks marked the first 
formal meeting between 
the leaders of their countries 
in a half-century. 

The U.S. has long since 
stopped actively accusing 
Cuba of supporting terror¬ 
ism. When Obama and Cas¬ 
tro announced a thaw in 
relations in December, the 
U.S. president expressed his 
willingness to remove Cuba 
from that list. 

However, he held off on 
making a final decision 
amid indications that the 
White House was reluctant 
to grant Cuba’s request until 
other thorny issues — such as 
restrictions on U.S. diplomats 
in Havana — were resolved. 
The president’s final decision 
followed a State Depart¬ 
ment review of Cuba’s pres¬ 
ence on the list. 

Removing Cuba from the 
terror list could pave the 
way for the opening of a 
U.S. Embassy in Havana and 
other steps. Administration 
officials said they were op¬ 
timistic about the prospects 
of opening the embassy, 
but did not provide any spe¬ 
cific updates in timing. 

White House press secretary 
Josh Earnest said that taking 
Cuba off the terror list does 
not change the fact that 


the U.S. has differences with 
the island nation’s govern¬ 
ment. 

“Our concerns over a wide 
range of Cuba’s policies 
and actions fall outside the 
criteria that is relevant to 
whether to rescind Cuba’s 
designation as a state spon¬ 
sor of terrorism,” Earnest 
said. 

Until Tuesday, the commu¬ 
nist island nation remained 
one of four countries on the 
U.S. list of nations accused 


of repeatedly supporting 
global terrorism. The others 
are Iran, Sudan and Syria. 
Cuba was designated a 
state sponsor of terror in 1982 
because of what the White 
House said was its efforts “to 
promote armed revolution 
by organizations that used 
terrorism.” 

Those efforts included sup¬ 
port for leftist guerrilla groups 
in Central and South Ameri¬ 
ca that carried out attacks 
on civilians in their efforts to 


overthrow U.S.-backed gov¬ 
ernments. 

State Department reports 
on the terror list specifically 
mention Cuba sheltering 
members of the Revolution¬ 
ary Armed Forces of Colom¬ 
bia, or FARC, and the Span¬ 
ish Basque separatist group 
ETA. Cuba renounced its di¬ 
rect support for foreign mili¬ 
tants years ago, and is spon¬ 
soring peace talks between 
the FARC and Colombian 
government.^ 
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Obama Gives Iraqi Premier Aid, Strong Endorsement

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama gave Haid¬ 
er al-Abadi, the prime min¬ 
ister of Iraq, a full-throated 
endorsement and $200 
million in humanitarian aid 
Tuesday, 

but the visiting leader left 
the White House still in need 
of billions more dollars to 
cope with plunging oil pric¬ 
es and a yawning budget 
deficit. 

After a long meeting that 
touched on war and sec¬ 
tarian divisions, Obama 
publicly credited al-Abadi 
with helping to turn the tide 
in the battle against the Is¬ 
lamic State extremists who 
seized much of his country 
last year and expressed 
confidence that the new 


Shiite-led government in 
Baghdad was doing more 
to include Sunni and Kurd¬ 
ish minorities. 

“Although there is the nat¬ 
ural back-and-forth that 
exists in any democracy. 
Prime Minister Abadi has 
kept true to his commit¬ 
ments to reach out to them 
and to respond to their 
concerns and to make 
sure that power is not solely 
concentrated within Bagh¬ 
dad,” Obama told report¬ 
ers with al-Abadi seated 
next to him in the Oval Of¬ 
fice. He called al-Abadi “a 
strong partner" who has 
“gained the respect of oth¬ 
er leaders in the region.” 

In recognition of the civil¬ 
ian damage wrought by 
recent fighting around Ti- 
krit and elsewhere, Obama 
committed $200 million to 


“help stabilize communi¬ 
ties and to help those who 
have been displaced from 
their homes, have lost their 
jobs, have seen their prop¬ 
erty destroyed.” 

But that represented only 
a small fraction of what 
al-Abadi came to Wash¬ 
ington seeking to secure. 
The prime minister plans to 
meet Thursday with Chris¬ 
tine Lagarde, the manag¬ 
ing director of the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund, 
and with Jim Yong Kim, 
the president of the World 
Bank. He also plans to meet 
with senior executives from 
oil companies and interna¬ 
tional banks, including Ci¬ 
tibank and Deutsche Bank. 
Iraq is facing a budget def¬ 
icit this year of $22 billion, a 
sizable gap in a total bud¬ 
get of $105 billion. Oil rev¬

enue, which accounts for 
a vast majority of govern¬ 
ment income, has declined 
at the same time that the 
Iraqi government is facing 
the challenge of restoring 
essential services and re¬ 
building towns and cities 
damaged in the fighting 
against the Islamic State. 
Iraqi officials are counting 
on substantial international 
support. That includes the 
ability to draw on more 
than $2.4 billion in the cur¬

Iraq would also like to ob¬ 
tain substantial loan guar¬ 
antees from the Export- 
Import Bank of the United 
States to finance fhe pur¬ 
chase of Boeing planes for 
Iraqi Airways.

White House indicates Obama 
will sign a compromise Iran bill

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

President Barack Obama 
bowed to pressure on Tues¬ 
day and agreed to sign 
legislation giving Congress 
the right to reject any nu¬ 
clear agreement with Iran. 
The White House conveyed 
the president’s decision 
shortly before Republicans 
and Democrats on the 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee unanimously 
approved a compromise 
version of the measure on 


a 19-0 vote. It was a sign 
that Congress would not 
back down on its insistence 
that lawmakers must have 
a say if any final deal with 
Iran involves the eventual 
lifting of crippling econom¬ 
ic sanctions that Congress 
levied on Tehran. 

The bill is now likely to clear 
both houses in the Repub¬ 
lican-controlled Congress. 
Obama had threatened to 
veto the original bill, but as 
news of the compromise 
leaked out on Capitol Hill, 
the White House abruptly 
acquiesced. □

— An Irish tourist who said 
a former New York City in¬ 
vestment banker raped

Lee, 38, has pleaded not 
guilty to raping the wom¬ 
an after meeting her and 
a group of friends at a 
Hamptons nightclub while 
celebrating his birthday in 
August 2013. Lee, who left 
Goldman Sachs last year, is 
free on $100,000 bail. 

The non-jury trial has at¬ 
tracted international at¬ 
tention, with media from 
Ireland and elsewhere 
chronicling the trial, which 
began last week. 

The woman testified that 
she drank about “six or 


seven” vodka drinks at 
the nightclub, and said 
when the club was closing 
around 4 a.m., she and her 
group, which included her 
brother, accepted a ride 
from Lee and one of his 
friends back to the vaca¬ 
tion home Lee and his wife 
had rented in East Hamp¬ 
ton. Lee’s wife was at the 
couple’s Manhattan home 
during the night of party¬ 
ing, authorities said. 

She testified that while she 
was using the bathroom, 
a naked Lee forced his 
way in, knocking her to 
the ground as she fought 
to keep the door shut. She

ATLANTA - Rejecting sen¬ 
tencing deals urged by the 
judge, eight of the 10 edu¬ 
cators convicted of rack¬ 
eteering in a huge public 
school cheating scandal 
were given stiff prison terms 
Tuesday, the latest chapter 
in a case that has gripped 
the Atlanta region and has 
raised questions nationally 
about the use of standard¬ 
ized testing. 

Despite emotional pleas for 
leniency, Judge Jerry W. 
Baxter of Fulton County Su¬ 
perior Court imposed sen¬ 
tencing ranging from one to 
seven years, with three high- 
level administrators getting 
the longer prison terms. The 
sentences appeared to be 
more harsh than educa¬ 
tors convicted of similar in¬ 


cidents elsewhere and ex¬ 
ceeded what criminals can 
get for some violent crimes. 
“I wish that it had been dif¬ 
ferent," the district attor¬ 
ney, Paul L. Howard Jr., said 
Tuesday, adding that he 
was “frustrated” and “dis¬ 
appointed” that more of 
the educators had not ac¬ 
cepted deals. 

Sentencing had been ex¬ 
pected Monday, but after 
spending most of the day 
listening to character wit¬ 
nesses - friends and fam¬ 
ily members - Baxter asked 
prosecutors and defense 
lawyers to try to work out 
agreements. 

In the end, only two accept¬ 
ed sentencing deals. One, 
Donald Bullock, a testing 
coordinator, was ordered to 
spend six months of week¬ 
ends in county jail and five 
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years on probation. He was 
fined $5,000 and ordered to 
do 1,500 hours of communi¬ 
ty service.

la Cleveland, received five 
years' probation and one 
year of home confinement 
in the evenings, as well as a 
$1,000 fine and 1,000 hours 
of community service.

American retail sales heat up; has the big thaw arrived?

WASHINGTON (AP) — Amer¬ 
icans increased their spend¬ 
ing on autos, furniture, cloth¬ 
ing and building materials in 
March, lifting retail sales for 
the first time in four months. 
Retail sales jumped 0.9 
percent last month, after 
declining 0.5 percent in 
February, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
The rebound suggests that 
shoppers are returning after 
an unseasonably cold win¬ 
ter froze sales. 

Warmer weather fueled a 
2.7 percent increase in auto 
sales and a 2.1 percent 
boost in building materials, 
possible signs that the lag¬ 
ging manufacturing and 
construction sectors might 
also recover from a winter 
slump. 

Excluding the volatile cate¬ 
gories of autos, gas, building 
materials and restaurants, 
sales rose 0.3 percent. 
Economists say that sales 
should continue to climb 
because of the yearlong 
hiring surge and lower gaso¬ 
line prices. 

The unemployment rate has 
tumbled to 5.5 percent, as 
the economy has added 
jobs at a monthly pace of 
roughly 261,000 during the 
past year. That amounts to 
3.1 million new paychecks 
to be spent at restaurants, 
clothiers and elsewhere. 

At the same time, gas has 
tumbled to $2.39 a gallon, a 
$1.30 cheaper than a year 
ago, according to AAA's 
Daily Fuel Gauge. That 
should translate into con¬ 
sumers saving an average 
of $700 compared to 2014, 
according to government 


estimates. 

The harsh winter curtailed 
some of the lift provided by 
lower unemployment rates 
and gas prices. People cur¬ 
tailed their visits to malls, 
auto dealers and open 
houses, which accompa¬ 
nied a slump in the manu¬ 
facturing and construction 
sectors. 

But the March sales figure 
point to stronger months 
ahead now that winter is in 
the rearview mirror. 
“Together with the contin¬ 
ued buildup of cash savings 
from the drop in gas prices, 
this suggests to us that we 
should expect very strong 
retail sales numbers over the 
next few months,” said Ian 
Shepherdson, chief econo¬ 
mist at Pantheon Macro¬ 
economics. 

Clothing purchases rose 1.2 
percent and furniture buy¬ 
ing increased 1.4 percent. 
Restaurant spending has 
edged up just 0.7 percent 
in March, but it has jumped 
7.7 percent over the past 
12 months. Spending de¬ 


clined at electronics stores 
and gas stations last month, 
potentially signaling that 
cheaper prices at the pump 
are not causing people to 
drive more miles. 

Another seasonal factor 
may have been at play. 
Easter was 15 days earlier 
this year compared to 2014, 
which might have pulled 
spending forward. 

Still, retail spending remains 
somewhat subdued. Many 
Americans have qualms 
about going on a shopping 
spree when the wounds 
from the housing bust and 
2008 financial crisis — the 
most devastating economic 
downturn in 80 years — are 
still healing. 

In some cases, skeptical 
consumers are simply await¬ 
ing proof that gas prices will 
stay low. Americans since 
January have begun to ex¬ 
pect inflation to rise, sug¬ 
gesting that doubts remain 
about whether they will 
actually enjoy the project¬ 
ed savings, Deutsche Bank 
economist Joseph LaVor- 


gna wrote recently. 
Economists also say that the 
benefits from cheaper gas 
accrue slowly over time. As 
a result, changes in behav¬ 
ior are often seen only after 
three to six months. 

The monthly retail sales re¬ 
port is closely watched be¬ 
cause it provides the first 
indication each month of 
Americans’ willingness to 
spend. Consumer spend¬ 
ing drives 70 percent of the 
economy. Yet retail sales 
account for only about one- 
third of spending, with ser¬ 
vices such as haircuts and 
Internet connections mak¬ 


ing up the other two-thirds. 
Overall consumer spending 
ticked up just 0.1 percent in 
February, the Commerce 
Department recently re¬ 
ported. 

But this is because many 
Americans are choosing to 
save their money. Income 
growth outpaced that 
modest increase in spend¬ 
ing, rising a solid 0.4 percent 
in February. Because more 
Americans were stockpiling 
their incomes, the savings 
rate increased to 5.8 per¬ 
cent of after-tax income, 
the highest level since De¬ 
cember 2012.Q

Government proposes rules for 
brokers on retirement accounts

WASHINGTON (AP) — Bro¬ 
kers who manage Ameri¬ 
cans’ retirement accounts 
may soon be required to 
put investors' interests first 
under new restrictions pro¬ 
posed by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment. 

The Labor Department on 
Tuesday opened the rules 
to public comment for 75 
days. The Obama admin¬ 
istration has put its weight 
behind the move. Against 
a backdrop of intense op¬ 
position from the financial 
industry on an earlier pro¬ 
posal, administration offi¬ 
cials took pains to reassure 
the industry that the new 
framework wouldn’t end 
the way brokers do busi¬ 
ness or prohibit them from 
receiving commissions or 
other fees. 

The proposal would pro¬ 
vide “guardrails but not 
strait jackets” for protect¬ 
ing Americans' retirement 
investments. Labor Secre¬ 
tary Thomas Perez said in 
a conference call with re¬ 


porters. 

The changes would put 
brokers — who sell stocks, 
bonds, annuities and other 
investments — under the 
stricter requirements for 
registered financial advis¬ 
ers. 

Fierce debate and lobby¬ 
ing over the proposal is ex¬ 
pected. 

The stricter rules could alter 
the types of investments 
a broker recommends to 
you for your retirement ac¬ 
count. Their advice could 
move away from riskier in¬ 
vestments. And a broker 
will have to tell you when 
they have a conflict of in¬ 
terest regarding a financial 
product — like receiving 
fees — that could prevent 
them from putting your in¬ 
terest first in recommend¬ 
ing it. 

A legally binding contract 
with customers would re¬ 
quire brokers to act in their 
best financial interest. Of¬ 
ficials said brokers would 
have “flexibility” in how 
they're paid, so long as 
they exercise a fiduciary 


duty toward their clients. If 
an investor believed that 
their broker or investment 
adviser violated the con¬ 
tract, he or she would be 
entitled to pursue action in 
arbitration. 

Fiduciaries, such as doctors 
or lawyers, are obligated 
to put their clients' interests 
first. 

Brokers buy and sell secu¬ 
rities and other financial 
products on behalf of their 
clients. They also can give 
financial advice, with one 
key requirement. They must 
recommend only “suit¬ 
able” investments based 
on the client's finances, 
fheir age and how much 
risk is appropriafe for him 
or her. So fhey can’f pifch 
penny stocks or real es¬ 
tate investment trusts to an 
85-year-old woman living 
on a pension, for example. 
But brokers can nudge cli¬ 
ents toward a mutual fund 
or variable annuity that 
pays the broker a higher 
commission — without tell¬ 
ing the client. Brokers don’t 
have to disclose that po- 


US prescription drug spending 
jumped 13% in 2014, IMS says

TRENTON, N.J. (AP) — U.S. spending on prescription 
drugs soared last year, driven up primarily by costly 
breakthrough medicines, manufacturer price hikes 
and a surge from millions of people newly insured due 
to the Affordable Care Act. 

Spending rose 13 percent, the biggest jump since 
2001, to a total of $374 billion, according to a report 
released Tuesday by the IMS Institute for Healthcare In¬ 
formatics. After accounting for population growth and 
inflation, the increase equaled 10 percent. 

A record 4.3 billion prescriptions were filled in 2014, 
many of fhem for inexpensive generic pills going to pa¬ 
tients now insured through Medicaid in states that ex¬ 
panded eligibility for the government health program 
for the poor and disabled. The number of prescriptions 
covered by Medicaid rose by nearly 17 percent, and 
that increase accounted for 70 percent of growth in 
the number of prescriptions filled at retail pharmacies. 
Another sign of the Affordable Care Ac’s impact was 
that prescriptions paid for in cash, normally filled by un¬ 
insured people, declined 5.5 percent. 

The higher spending, though, was mostly due to the 
many recent drugs with eye-popping price tags: tens 
of thousands of dollars for a year or course of treat¬ 
ment. Last year saw an unusually high 42 novel medi¬ 
cines launched, 18 for rare diseases, those that affect 
fewer than 200,000 Americans. Ten of the new drugs 
were designated as breakthrough therapies, for con¬ 
ditions including multiple sclerosis, various cancers and 
hepatitis C. 

“2014 was a remarkable year,” Murray Aitken, execu¬ 
tive director of the IMS Institute, told The Associated 
Press. “We’re probably not going to see it again.” 
Altogether, spending on prescription medicines in the 
U.S. rose by $43.4 billion last year, including about $10 
billion due to price increases and $20.3 billion spent on 
prescriptions for new drugs. 

That included a combined $11.3 billion spent on just 
four new medicines for hepatitis C, a liver-damaging 
virus so tough to eliminate that until recently, patients 
had to endure flu-like symptoms and other awful side 
effects for nearly a year, yet barely 60 percent were 
cured. The new hepatitis C treatments cure upwards 
of 90 percent, usually in 12 weeks. However, they carry 
list prices of $84,000 or more for a course of treatment. 
One of fhem, Sovaldi, was launched af fhe end of 
2013 yet was the top-selling drug last year. It brought 
maker Gilead Sciences Inc. $7.9 billion. 

“Sovaldi is a record-breaker in so many ways,” Aitkin 
said, yet Gilead’s successor drug launched last fall, 
Harvoni, has already surpassed it in sales. 

Specialty medicines — drugs for complex, chronic and 
often expensive disorders including hepatitis C — last 
year accounted for a full third of prescription spend¬ 
ing. That’s a likely harbinger of even higher prescrip¬ 
tion spending in the futureO

Fighting rages in Ukraine despite talks

SHYROKYNE, Ukraine (AP) 

— Fighting raged over¬ 
night and in the early hours 
on Tuesday on the outskirts 
of the rebel stronghold of 
Donetsk in eastern Ukraine 
despite an agreement 
reached by the Ukrainian 
and Russian foreign minis¬ 
ters a day earlier. 

The yearlong military con¬ 
flict between Russian- 
backed rebels and govern¬ 
ment forces has claimed 
more than 6,000 lives and 
left large parts of Ukraine’s 
once industrial heartland in 
ruins. 

Fighting in the east had 
largely subsided following 
a cease-fire deal signed in 
February but has rekindled 


in recent days. 

Pleavy shelling was heard in 
Donetsk late Monday eve¬ 
ning and in the early hours 
on Tuesday. Ukrainian 
military spokesman Andriy 
Lysenko told a televised 
briefing that six troops were 
killed and 12 wounded in a 
24-hour period, while reb¬ 
els reported one fighter 
dead and five wounded 
in the overnight clashes. 
The death toll is the highest 
since the February cease¬ 
fire was signed. 

Lysenko also reported ci¬ 
vilian casualties, including 
two teenagers who were 
wounded in shelling in 
the Horlivka area, north of 
Donetsk. 

Russia and Ukraine agreed 
in Berlin on Monday to call 


for the pullback of smaller- 
caliber weapons from the 
front lines of the conflict 
that has claimed more 
than 6,000 lives. 

On the ground, however, 
even the previous agree¬ 
ment that called for a 
cease-fire and a withdraw¬ 
al of large-caliber weapon¬ 
ry appeared to be shaky. 
The U.S. State Department 
supports the steps taken in 
Berlin, spokeswoman Marie 
Harf said Tuesday, but she 
also voiced concern about 
the ongoing fighting. 

“The Russian-backed sepa¬ 
ratists continue to take ag¬ 
gressive action in Ukraine,” 
she said. “And the Rus¬ 
sian-backed separatists 
continue to stall Minsk 
implementation.”□

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Attacks kill 28 in and around Baghdad

BAGHDAD (AP) — A wave 
of attacks in and around 
Baghdad on Tuesday killed 
at least 28 people as Iraqi 
security forces repelled an 
attack by the extremist Is¬ 
lamic State group on the 
country's largest oil refinery, 
officials said. 

The attacks came as Iraqi 
Prime Minister Haider al- 
Abadi met with President 
Barack Obama in Wash¬ 
ington and appealed for 
greater support from the 
U.S.-led coalition carrying 
out airstrikes against IS mili¬ 
tants who captured a third 
of both Iraq and neighbor¬ 
ing Syria in a blitz last year. 
Obama pledged $200 mil¬ 
lion in U.S. humanitarian 
aid to Iraq to help those 
displaced by Islamic State 
attacks — an offer of assis¬ 
tance that appeared to fall 
short of the Iraqi prime min¬ 
ister’s request for greater 


military support. 

The Islamic State group and 
other Sunni extremists carry 
out near-daily attacks tar¬ 
geting Iraq’s security forces 
and the country’s Shiite 
majority. 

The deadliest of Tuesday’s 
attacks came at night, 
when a car bomb explo¬ 
sion at a commercial street 
killed eight people, in¬ 
cluding two women, and 
wounded 21 in eastern 
Baghdad, police said. 
Earlier in the day, seven 
people were killed when 
a car bomb exploded in 
a commercial area in the 
town of Mahmoudiyah, 
about 30 kilometers (20 
miles) south of Baghdad, a 
police officer said. The car 
was parked in a mainly Shi¬ 
ite section of the town near 
a bakery and went off as 
people were standing in 
line to buy bread. 

Thirteen civilians were 
wounded in that attack. 


the officer said. 

In the afternoon, two car 
bombs went off simultane¬ 
ously in Baghdad's south¬ 
eastern outskirts, in al-Wih- 
da area, killing six civilians 
and wounding 13, another 
police officer said. One of 
the cars was parked in a 
commercial area while the 
second was in a nearby 
parking lot. Another car 
bomb exploded in a park¬ 
ing lot outside Baghdad's 
Yarmouk hospital on Tues¬ 
day morning, killing four 
civilians and wounding 10, 
police said. Three more ci¬ 
vilians were killed and eight 
wounded when a bomb 
ripped through an outdoor 
market in Baghdad’s north¬ 
ern Sabi al-Bor area, police 
added. Medical officials in 
nearby hospitals confirmed 
the casualty figures. All offi¬ 
cials spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they 
were not authorized to re¬ 
lease information. □

Yemen al-Qaida branch claims 
top cleric killed in drone attack

CAIRO (AP) — Yemen’s al-Qaida branch announced 
on Tuesday that its top cleric, a Saudi-national who 
has had a $5 million bounty on his head, has been 
killed, allegedly in a drone attack. 

Al-Qaida said in a statement posted on Twitter that 
Ibrahim al-Rubaish was killed by a drone late on Sun¬ 
day, along with other, unnamed members of the 
group. The statement did not specify the location of 
the drone attack. 

Yemeni officials had no immediate comment on the 
claim and the White House declined to comment. 
Al-Rubaish, believed to be in his late 30s, was released 
from Guantanamo Bay in 2006, after which he joined 
al-Qaida in Yemen. He was considered the group's the 
main ideologue and theological adviser and his writ¬ 
ings and sermons were prominent in its publications. 
Last year, he hailed the seizure of large swaths of land 
in Iraq and Syria by al-Qaida’s rival, the Islamic State 
group. “I ask God that efforts are united to target the 
enemies of the religion," he said in a video recording 
at the time. If the drone attack is confirmed, it would 
be the first use of unmanned aircraft since Yemen sank 
further into turmoil last month, prompting a Saudi-led 
coalition to launch airstrikes on March 26 in an at¬ 
tempt to halt Yemen’s Shiite rebels known as Houthis 
who have taken over much of the country. 

The Houthi advance has also forced Yemen's West¬ 
ern-backed President Abed Rabbo Mansour Hadi to 
flee the country as his government crumbled. 

U.S. officials have said that the collapse of Hadi’s gov¬ 
ernment could undermine Washington's counterter¬ 
rorism strategy against al-Qaida’s branch in Yemen, 
known as Al-Qaida in the Arabian Peninsula. Wash¬ 
ington considers the branch to be the most powerful 
in the terrorist network. In late March, about 100 U.S. 
military advisers withdrew from the al-Annad air base 
where they had been leading the U.S. counterterror¬ 
ism efforts in Yemen. Washington rarely comments on 
drone attacks. U.S. officials had been concerned their 
counterterrorism capabilities would be diminished be¬ 
cause of the withdrawal of their staff. However, they 
also said the al-Qaida branch will likely be drawn 
toward the internal Yemeni conflict, and away from 
plotting to go after Western targets. 

Al-Qaida is a staunch rival of the Shiite rebels, and has 
already waged a number of attacks against their ad¬ 
vances. U.S. officials also said that CIA drone strikes 
would continue but that there will be fewer of them. 
After Tuesday’s al-Qaida statement, a U.S. official said 
that since the pullout of U.S. special forces from Ye¬ 
men, the United States maintains the ability to con¬ 
duct counterterrorism operations inside Yemen.Q 
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A year after kidnap of schoolgirls in Nigeria, hope dwindles

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) — 

They have been gone a 
year now, the hundreds of 
girls abducted by Islamic 
militants from their school 
in northeastern Nigeria. 
And while the cry to “Bring 
Back Our Girls” remains a 
worldwide cause, the new 
president Tuesday would 
not repeat his predeces¬ 
sor's failed promise to find 
them — only that they 
won’t be forgotten. 

A solemn march was held 
to remember the 219 girls 
seized from their boarding 
school in Chibok by gun¬ 
men from the Boko Haram 
extremist group. In Nige¬ 
ria’s capital of Abuja, 219 
girls paraded in the streets, 
with each carrying a plac¬ 
ard bearing the name of a 
kidnap victim. 

“We believe the girls are 
still alive,” said Dr. Allan 
Manasseh, the brother of 
missing 18-year-old Mary- 
amu Wavi, in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 
But it was clear that hope 
has dwindled a year after 


the April 14-15 mass ab¬ 
duction. 

President-elect Muham- 
madu Buhari said he must 
be honest about the pros¬ 
pects of getting the missing 
girls back to their families. 
“We do not know if the 
Chibok girls can be res¬ 
cued. Their whereabouts 
remain unknown," Buhari 
said in a statement. “As 
much as I wish to, I cannot 
promise that we can find 
them.” 

The statement by Buhari, a 
former military ruler of Ni¬ 
geria who was elected 
last month and takes over 
May 29, is a marked de¬ 
parture from President 
Goodluck Jonathan. After 
Jonathan's administration 
initially denied there had 
even been a kidnapping, 
he made repeated hol¬ 
low promises that the girls 
would be rescued. 
Campaigners have re¬ 
placed the slogan of “Bring 
Back Our Girls — Now and 
Alive!" with a new one: 
“Never to be forgotten.” 
Still, some of the march¬ 
ers Tuesday held the new 


leadership accountable. 
“We are here to appeal to 
the government to do bet¬ 
ter. We want our girls now 
and alive,” said Solamipe 
Onifade, 16. 

A vigil was held after sun¬ 
down, with people holding 
candles and singing. 

The gunmen initially seized 
276 girls, but several dozen 
managed to escape as 
the militants transported 
them to the Sambisa For¬ 
est, with some clinging to 
the branches of trees from 
a moving open-back truck. 
Those still missing may have 
been split up. Witnesses 
said some girls were tak¬ 
en across the border into 
Cameroon. 

Boko Haram’s leader, Abu- 
bakar Shekau, claimed 
they had converted to Is¬ 
lam and been married off 
to his fighters. 

A negotiator said that at 
least three died in the early 
days, from a snake bite, 
malaria and dysentery. 
Then, Jonathan refused 
to negotiate with Boko 
Haram, who were offering 
to exchange the girls for 


detained insurgents. 

The girls became the fo¬ 
cus of a global campaign 
soon after their abduc¬ 
tion. U.S. first lady Michelle 
Obama had said she was 
“outraged and heartbro¬ 
ken” about the kidnapping 
and also posted a picture 
of herself holding a sign 
reading “#BringBackOur- 
Girls” on her official Twitter 
account in May 2014. 

At least 2,000 women and 
girls have been abducted 
by Boko Haram since 2014, 
forced to become sex 
slaves and fighters, Amnes¬ 
ty International said Tues¬ 
day. Unknown hundreds of 
boys and young men also 
have been kidnapped 
and forced to fight for 
Boko Haram. Those who re¬ 
fuse are killed. 

White House press secre¬ 


tary Josh Earnest said the 
U.S. has helped Nigerian 
security forces counter the 
threat by Boko Haram and 
also helped look for the 
kidnapped girls. 
“Unfortunately, this kind 
of kidnapping story is one 
that is becoming all too 
familiar in Nigeria," Ear¬ 
nest said. “We continue to 
be very concerned about 
that and we continue to 
be supportive of the efforts 
of Nigerians to counter 
the depraved tactics that 
are employed by Boko 
Haram,” he said. Earnest 
added that the U.S. is en¬ 
gaged in a “substantial 
number of operations to 
try to address the many 
needs of the Nigerian peo¬ 
ple, particularly as they try 
to counter the threat that's 
posed by Boko Haram."□

Cayman residents

Puerto Rico: Court 
halts proceedings 
over gay marriage 

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico (AP) 

— A lawsuit challenging a 
Puerto Rico law defining 
marriage as between a man 
and a woman has been put 
on hold pending a ruling by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Sev¬ 
eral gay couples in the U.S. 
territory have challenged 
local laws including those 
that prohibit same-sex mar¬ 
riage and the recognition 
of such marriages. The is¬ 
sue of same-sex marriage is 
expected to go before the 
Supreme Court this month. 
The 1st U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals in Boston said Tues¬ 
day it will await that decision 
before scheduling oral ar¬ 
guments in the Puerto Rico 
case. The island’s Justice 
Department previously has 
defended the laws in court, 
but local Justice Secretary 
Cesar Miranda said last 
month that the department 
will no longer do so.Q

Djokovic eases into 3rd round at Monte Carlo Masters

MONACO (AP) — Even 
when it comes to foreign 
languages skills, Novak 
Djokovic wants to be the 
best. 

After strolling into the third 
round of the Monte Car¬ 
lo Masters with a 6-1, 6-4 
win over qualifier Albert 
Ramos-Vinolas, the top- 
ranked Serb told specta¬ 
tors in fluent French how 
pleased he was with his first 
win on clay this season. 
Djokovic’s next big goal is 
to win the French Open, 
the only Grand Slam tour¬ 
nament missing from his 
already impressive collec¬ 
tion. 

Mastering another foreign 
language is on his list, too. 
“French is a very global 
language, I wanted to 
know it,” Djokovic said 
Tuesday — in English — dur¬ 
ing his post-match news 
conference. “Again, I am 
still not content with where 
my level of knowledge of 
French is, but it’s getting 
there, even though I don’t 
get the grammar right.” 


LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 
Conservative Party says it 
will push for American foot¬ 
ball, basketball and base¬ 
ball franchises to be based 
in the country.

“If you ask me personally, 
his goal, even though it 
seems far from now, is to 
pass (Roger) Federer,” Tip¬ 
sarevic told the ATP web¬ 
site. “I think that his goal is 
to be the best player of all 
time.” 

Djokovic is first attempting 
to dethrone Nadal, the 
“King of Clay." 

The Serb is off to his best 
start since 2011 and hopes 
he can carry his hardcourt 
form into the clay season, 
which will climax at Roland 
Garros, where Nadal has 
won a record nine times. 
But the Spaniard’s cur¬ 
rent struggles might help 
Djokovic take him off his

In Monte Carlo, Nadal 
and Djokovic have been 
placed in the same half of 
the draw and could meet 
in the semifinals. Djokovic, 
however, is not in a hurry to 
find him on his path. 

“He's somebody that has 
made history in this sport,” 
Djokovic said. “He's proba¬ 
bly, looking at the amount 
of matches that we played 
against each other, my 
biggest rival. He's an ulti¬ 
mate challenger on clay 
courts. This is where we are 
right now.” 

In a match that sometimes 
resembled a practice ses¬ 
sion, Djokovic never looked 
troubled by Ramos-Vinolas, 
although he dropped his 
serve once in the middle of 
the opening set. 

The win over the Spanish 
clay-court specialist ex¬ 
tended Djokovic’s winning 
streak to 13 matches fol¬ 
lowing back-to-back titles 
at Indian Wells and Miami. 
“I'm really pleased with 
my performance for my 
first match on clay against 
an experienced player on 


this surface,” Djokovic said. 
“There was a good inten¬ 
sity.” 

Djokovic, who is up against 
Andreas Haider-Maurer in 
the next round, showed no 
problem adjusting to the 
dust and raced to a 4-0 
lead in the opening set, 
perfectly reading Ramos- 
Vinolas' serve to break him 
twice. 

A double-fault and two 
consecutive backhand 
mistakes in the next game, 
however, gave some hope 
to his opponent, who 
could not build on the mo¬ 
mentum and dropped his 
serve immediately after he 
broke. 

After a shoulder injury side¬ 
lined him for three months 
and a loss on his return 
at Indian Wells in March, 
reigning U.S. Open cham¬ 
pion Marin Cilic won his first 
match this year with a 6-3, 
3-6, 6-3 defeat of Florian 
Mayer. Fifth-seeded David 
Ferrer joined Djokovic in 
the third round when Victor 
Estrella Burgos retired while 
trailing 6-2, 2-0. 
Ninth-seeded Grigor Dimi¬ 
trov came out on top of a 
tight first-round match with 


Fernando Verdasco 6-4, 
4-6, 6-4. 

Also, Gael Monfils over¬ 
came a shaky start to rally 
past Russian qualifier An- 
drey Kuznetsov 4-6, 6-3, 
6-4, while lOth-seeded 
Gilles Simon and Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga also advanced in 
straight sets. The 14th-seed- 
ed Monfils, who recently 
returned to the tour after a 
knee injury, struggled with 
his serve early before find¬ 
ing his range. Monfils’ dis¬ 
play on the Country Club’s 
center court was not as 
flashy as his green-and-yel- 
low outfit.

Finding Balance

Imagine one medicine 
that could normalize blood 
pressure by either lower¬ 
ing or raising your body’s 
blood pressure. How great 
would it be to have a pill 
that in the morning gets 
you going, yet taken at 
night provides sound rest¬ 
ful sleep. Imagine a tablet 
that increases your mental 
sharpness, yet calms, re¬ 
laxes and shuts down your 
racing mind. Your healthy 
body has the ability to 
balance itself while ad¬ 
justing to changing condi¬ 
tions. An example of this 
is temperature regulation 
in a room by a heating or 
air-conditioning thermo¬ 
stat. In the body, a system 
controlled by the brain, 
regulates breathing, meta¬ 
bolic rates, blood-vessel 
size, and blood-sugar lev¬ 
els in response to changes 
caused by temperature, 
hormones, disease and 
other factors. This ability of 
the body to find balance is 
called homeobalance. 
Without its ability to main¬ 
tain a balanced body, we 
become stressed, our re¬ 
sistance falls, sleep eludes 
us, and we begin an in¬ 
variable slide into disease. 
Many people start out with 
medicine to lower high 
cholesterol then have to 
take high blood pressure 


medicine and then sleep¬ 
ing pills. The average sixty 
year old is now averaging 
nine medicines a day. 
Interestingly, today's phar¬ 
maceutical medicines 
have their history in herb¬ 
al medicine. More than 
eighty percent of drugs 
today are synthetic repli¬ 
cas of the healing parts of 
medicine plants. Of the 
many types of medicine, 
herbs are a unique catego¬ 
ry of plants we herbalist call 
adaptogens. 

The word adaptogen is 
used by Traditional Chi¬ 
nese Medicine (TCM) to 
refer to a treatment like 
acupuncture, or a natural 
herb product that increas¬ 
es the body’s resistance 
to stresses such as trauma, 
anxiety and fatigue. All 
herbal adaptogens con¬ 
tain antioxidants, but not 
all antioxidants are adap¬ 
togens. Antioxidants help 
slow damaging oxidation 
or ageing of cells. 

To the skepticism of modern 
medicine, TCM physicians 
have acupuncture treat¬ 
ments which are adap¬ 
togens. For example, the 
same acupuncture treat¬ 
ment can be used to either 
raise or lower blood pres¬ 
sure. Similarly, one treat¬ 
ment can be used for anxi¬ 
ety or over-confidence; 
depression or over- exuber¬ 
ance. You get the picture. 
An adaptogen treatment 
or herb helps the body reg¬ 
ulate itself. 

Knowledge of adaptogens 
dates back thousands of 
years to ancient India and 


China. Scientific study be¬ 
gan in the 40's when Dr. 
Nikolai Lazarev defined an 
adapfogen as an agenf 
fhaf allows the body to 
counter adverse physical, 
chemical, or biological 
stressors by raising resis¬ 
tance toward such stress. 
Raising resistance to stress 
allows the organism to 
“adapt” to the stressful cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Like acupuncture treat¬ 
ments, garlic oil can both 
raise low blood pressure or 
lower hypertension, low¬ 
ering the risks of heart dis¬ 
ease. Some people worry 
about garlic odor. Pars¬ 
ley helps freshen up garlic 
breath is great for bones 
and is a mild diuretic for 
those who need this. 

We can use green tea in 
the morning to energize 
our start and then again 
at night to promote restful 
sleep. Green tea contains 
vitamin C, E and B com¬ 
plex, making it a great an¬ 
tioxidant that helps block 
cancer-causing chemi¬ 
cals, and reduces tumors. 
Green tea has also been 
shown in studies to increase 
metabolism and may aid in 
weight loss. Green tea now 
comes in capsules for fhose 
on the go. What makes 
green tea work so well is 
an amino acid in green tea 
called L-Theanine. Able to 
cross the blood-brain bar¬ 
rier, theanine has psycho¬ 
active properties. Theanine 
has been shown to reduce 
mental and physical stress, 
and improves cognition 
and mood.

The Chinese were first to 
use licorice to treat the liver 
since it neutralizes liver tox¬ 
ins. Known to stimulate 
the production of the cortin 
hormone useful when the 
body is under mental and 
emotional stress, licorice 
also contains a cortisone¬ 
like property that has been 
found beneficial and nour¬ 
ishing on adrenal glands. 
Historically the only draw¬ 
back of using licorice is fhaf 
it can increase blood pres¬ 
sure in some people. One 
of fhe sugars found in lico¬ 
rice, glycyrrhizin has been 
reported in some people to 
increase blood pressure or 
cause retention of water in 
the body.

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Hackers keep trying new targets in search of easy data

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

The health care sector has 
become the hot target for 
hackers in recent months, 
according to researchers 
at Symantec, a leading 
cybersecurity company 
that says it's also seeing 
big increases in “spear¬ 
phishing,” "ransomware” 
and efforts to exploit newly 
discovered vulnerabilities 
in software used by a wide 
range of industries. 

After a wave of high-pro¬ 
file attacks on banks and 
retailers over the last two 
years, almost 80 percent 
of the calls to Symantec’s 
global “incident response” 
service since December 
have come from health 
organizations, said Robert 
Shaker, a Symantec official 
who oversees the com¬ 
mercial service. 

While usually seeking valu¬ 
able patient and em¬ 
ployee data, hackers who 
target health organiza¬ 
tions may inadvertently 
disrupt computer systems 
that oversee medication 
and other life-saving treat¬ 
ments, Shaker said during 
a press event Monday. 

The health sector's vulner¬ 
ability to hackers was un¬ 
derscored earlier this year 
when Anthem, the giant 
insurance firm, reported a 
data breach affecting up 
to 80 million customers. But 
as each sector strength¬ 
ens its defenses. Shaker 
said, hackers move on to 
new industries that may be 


vulnerable. He predicted 
schools and universities 
may be the next big tar¬ 
gets. 

Higher education is “an¬ 
other area very similar to 
health care,” where ad¬ 
ministrators have histori¬ 
cally been less focused 
on computer security, said 
Shaker. He noted that uni¬ 
versity computer networks 
hold a variety of valuable 
data, including financial re¬ 
cords for students and em¬ 
ployees, as well as scientific 
and medical research. 
Several universities have al¬ 
ready reported large data 
breaches in recent months, 
according to reports com¬ 
piled by the nonprofit Pri¬ 


vacy Rights Clearinghouse, 
which says the University of 
Maryland, Norfh Dakofa 
University and Butler Uni¬ 
versity in Indianapolis have 
disclosed that hackers ob¬ 
tained personal identifying 
information for hundreds of 
thousands of students. 
Symantec Corp. is one of 
the biggest companies in 
a growing industry that sells 
software and expertise for 
defending against cyber¬ 
attacks — so it has a vested 
interest in highlighting secu¬ 
rity threats. But findings in 
its annual Internet Security 
Threat Report, released this 
week, generally echo ob¬ 
servations of other industry 
experts. 


Along with an overall jump 
in the volume of malicious 
software, Symantec said 
it’s seeing an increase in 
software designed specifi¬ 
cally to siphon information 
from smartphones and oth¬ 
er mobile gadgets. It also 
counted a surge in certain 
kinds of “spear-phishing” 
affacks, in which hackers 
send deceptive email or 
text messages to consum¬ 
ers or company employ¬ 
ees, hoping they will click 
on a link that infects their 
computers with malware. 

In a particularly dramatic 
trend, Symantec reported 
almost 9 million incidents of 
“ransomware” attacks last 
year, more than double 


the total from 2013. “Ran¬ 
somware" programs aim 
to extort money from com¬ 
puter users through various 
threats. One typical pro¬ 
gram displays a message 
that says child pornogra¬ 
phy or other illegal mate¬ 
rial has been found on the 
user’s computer, and de¬ 
mands the user pay a fine 
to avoid prosecution. But in 
a trend that has boomed 
over the last year, Syman¬ 
tec says, hackers also use 
software that encrypts files 
on the target computer — 
making them unusable — 
and demand payment to 
de-encrypt them. 

Some hackers have add¬ 
ed extra code to “ran¬ 
somware” that remains 
on a computer and even 
adapts itself to carry out 
other tasks, such as siphon¬ 
ing valuable information, 
said Kevin Haley, Syman¬ 
tec security response di¬ 
rector. 

Hackers are also increas¬ 
ingly using automated soft¬ 
ware that spams compa¬ 
nies or repeatedly probes 
their networks for vulner¬ 
abilities, which means they 
can launch multiple at¬ 
tacks with less effort, said 
author and security ex¬ 
pert Marc Goodman, who 
spoke at the Symantec 
event. 

And even as the Obama 
administration is urging in¬ 
dustry officials to share in¬ 
formation about defend¬ 
ing against attacks, hack¬ 
ers are sharing knowledge 
among themselves. □ 


Investigators warn airplane 
computers could be hacked

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 

same Internet access now 
available on most com¬ 
mercial flights makes it pos¬ 
sible for hackers fo bring 
down a plane, a govern¬ 
ment watchdog warned 
Tuesday. 

The finding by the Govern¬ 
ment Accountability Of¬ 
fice presents chilling new 
scenarios for passengers. 
The report doesn’t suggest 
it would be easy to do, or 
very likely. But it points out 


that as airlines and the Fed¬ 
eral Aviation Administra¬ 
tion attempt to modernize 
planes and flight tracking 
with Internet-based tech¬ 
nology, attackers have 
a new vulnerability they 
could exploit. 

A worst-case scenario is 
that a terrorist with a lap¬ 
top would sit among the 
passengers and take con¬ 
trol of fhe airplane using ifs 
passenger Wi-Fi, said Rep. 
Peter DeFazio, an Oregon 
Democrat on the House 


Transportation and Infra¬ 
structure Committee who 
requested the investiga¬ 
tion. 

“That’s a serious vulnerabil¬ 
ity, and FAA should work 
quickly” to fix the problem, 
DeFazio said. 

The avionics in a cock¬ 
pit operate as a self-con¬ 
tained unit and aren't 
connected to the same 
system used by passengers 
to watch movies or work on 
their laptops. But as airlines 
update their systems with

NEW YORK (AP) — Strong 
results from JPMorgan 
Chase & Co.’s currency, 
commodities and fixed-in- 
come trading business lift¬ 
ed the bank’s first-quarter 
profit 12 percent. 
JPMorgan, which is the 
largest U.S. bank by assets, 
earned $5.45 billion after 
payments to its preferred 


shareholders. That com¬ 
pares to a profit of $4.89 
billion a year earlier. On a 
per-share basis, the bank 
earned $1.45, compared 
with $1.28 a year earlier. 
Net revenue at the bank 
was $24.1 billion, com¬ 
pared with $23.2 billion in 
the same period a year 
earlier. 

Wall Street analysts have 
widely expected banks 


to report higher trading 
revenue this quarter, and 
JPMorgan met that expec¬ 
tation. Net revenue at the 
bank’s corporate and in¬ 
vestment bank rose 8 per¬ 
cent to $9.58 billion, helped 
by volatility in currency 
and fixed income markets. 
Higher volatility typically 
means more commissions 
for banks because inves¬ 
tors trade more. The bank’s 


trading desks brought in 
revenue of $5.67 billion, 
up from $5.20 billion a year 
earlier. 

The other parts of JPM- 
organ's investment bank 
also had a solid quarter. 
Investment banking fees 
reached $1.76 billion, up 
from $317 million a year 
earlier. Advisory fees, which 
companies pay to an in¬ 
vestment bank to help with 


a merger or large transac¬ 
tion, were up 42 percent 
year over year. 

JPMorgan’s commercial 
bank had $61 million in 
credit losses last quarter, a 
substantial increase from 
the $5 million in losses a 
year earlier. Most of the 
losses, JPMorgan says, are 
tied to a portfolio of com¬ 
mercial loans to oil and gas 
companies. □ 


Wall Street mostly higher after rise in oil, mixed earnings

NEW YORK (AP) — Ris¬ 
ing oil prices helped push 
the stock market mostly 
higher on Tuesday, but the 
gains were tiny as investors 
weighed mixed results from 
companies reporting earn¬ 
ings. 

Stocks fell shortly after the 
open, then headed mostly 
higher along with the price 
of oil. Chevron led the Dow 
Jones industrial average 
higher with a 2.2 percent 
gain. 

A jump in JPMorgan Chase 
after the bank reported 
strong first-quarter earn¬ 
ings also helped push the 
blue-chip index higher. 
Wells Fargo slumped after 
reporting that its earnings 
had fallen. 

The Dow Jones rose 59.66 
points, or 0.3 percent, to 
18,036.70. The Standard 
& Poor's 500 climbed 3.41 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
2,095.84. The Nasdaq com¬ 
posite fell 10.96 points, or 
0.2 percent, to 4,977.29. 
Stocks have generally 
been rising this year, but 
the gains have been mod¬ 
est as several factors from 
labor strife at West Coast 
ports, bad weather, a 


slump in oil prices and a 
strengthening dollar have 
dug into earnings. A stron¬ 
ger currency makes profits 
earned overseas by U.S. 
multinationals worth less 
when translated back to 
dollars. 

Companies in the S&P 500 
are expected to report a 
3.5 percent slump in earn¬ 
ings per share in the first 
quarter, according to S&P 
Capital IQ. That would 
be the first quarterly drop 
since the U.S. was climbing 
out of recession in 2009. 
Many financial analysts 
and stock strategists are 
shrugging off the profit hit 
as temporary. But not ev¬ 
eryone is convinced, said 
LPL Financial economist 
John Canally, and worry is 
beginning to creep in. 
“What will be the further 
impact of the strong dol¬ 
lar? If you're an energy 
company, what do you 
do if oil prices don’t rise? 
There are no answers yet," 
said Canally. “And that un¬ 
certainly is what markets 
don’t like and so trading is 
choppy.” 

The impact of stronger dol¬ 
lar was seen in Johnson & 
Johnson’s results released 
Tuesday. The company 


said a stronger dollar was 
partly to blame for an 8.6 
percent drop in its first- 
quarter profit. The compa¬ 
ny also cut its full-year profit 
forecast. Shares fell three 
cents to $100.52. 

Investors will have more 
results to mull over in the 
coming days. Bank of 


America, Delta Air Lines 
and Netflix report on 
Wednesday, giant money 
manager BlackRock and 
Goldman Sachs on Thurs¬ 
day and General Electric 
and IBM on Friday. 

In total, 35 members of the 
S&P 500 are expected to 


report this week. 

In economic news, the 
Commerce Department 
reported that retail sales 
rose 0.9 percent last month, 
after declining 0.5 percent 
in February. The rebound 
suggests that shoppers are 
returning after an unsea¬ 
sonably cold winter froze 


sales. 

Buf the rise was less than 
economists had expected, 
and it follows other indica¬ 
tors that the U.S. economic 
growth is slowing. A jobs 
report released earlier this 
month showed that hiring 
had slowed dramatically in 


the March. 

“It’s remarkable that we’ve 
had relatively weak eco¬ 
nomic data but the mar¬ 
ket has held up,” said Mark 
Luschini, chief investment 
strategist at Janney Mont¬ 
gomery Scott. He added, 
“Investors are willing to 
look through that.” 

Among stocks making 
moves: 

—JPMorgan Chase gained 
97 cents, or 1.6 percent, to 
$63.04 after reporting earn¬ 
ings rose 11 percent in the 
first quarter. The nation's 
largest bank by assets was 
helped by strong results in 
its currency, commodities 
and fixed-income trad¬ 
ing businesses. 

— Norfolk Southern 
slumped 4.2 percent after 
forecasting disappointing 
first-quarter results after the 
close of trading on Mon¬ 
day. It said demand for 
coal shipments for export 
fell. Shares dropped $4.38 
to $100.49. The railroad 
company reports results on 
April 29. 

— Wells Fargo fell 40 cents, 
or 0.7 percent, to $54.19 
after reporting first-quarter 
earnings fell slightly from 
the same period a year 
earlierO

Johnson & Johnson beats Street first quarter forecasts

Johnson & Johnson's first- 
quarter profit uncharac¬ 
teristically fell 8.6 percent, 
hurt by sharply unfavorable 
exchange rates, a major di¬ 
vestiture and competition to 
its new hepatitis C drug. 

The results from the world’s 
biggest maker of health 
care products still surpassed 
Wall Street expectations. 


However, Johnson & John¬ 
son reduced its full-year 
profit forecast, saying it now 
expects earnings of $6.04 to 
$6.19 per share, down from 
$6.12 to $6.27. 

Shares initially jumped 13 
percent, but in late morning 
trading were up 12 cents to 
$100.67. 

Like many multinational cor¬ 
porations, the New Bruns¬ 
wick, New Jersey-based 


company is being pinched 
by the strong dollar, which 
reduces the value of prod¬ 
ucts sold in local curren¬ 
cies around the world. The 
effect was extreme in the 
first quarter, when currency 
rates reduced the value of 
overseas sales by a whop¬ 
ping 13.2 percent, for a net 
decline of 12. 4 percent, to 
$8.68 billion. Meanwhile, U.S. 
sales climbed 5.9 percent, 


to $8.69 billion. 

Edward Jones analyst 
Ashtyn Evans said she an¬ 
ticipates other multinational 
drugmakers, which report 
their results over the next 
couple weeks, to cite similar 
currency effects, though not 
as pronounced as at J&J, 
which gets half its revenue 
overseas. She noted John¬ 
son & Johnson is expecting 
currency rates, if they hold 


steady, to cut earnings per 
share by a stunning 60 cents 
over 2015. 

"I think it was a solid quarter 
for the company,” mainly 
due to the strength of fhe 
U.S. prescripfion drug busi¬ 
ness, said Evans, who main¬ 
tains a “Buy" rating on J&J. 
The maker of BandAids, 
drugs and medical devices 
posted net income of $4.32 
billion, or $1.53 per share.Q

The United States is the most 
powerful colossus in the history of 
the world: Our nuclear warheads 
could wipe out the globe, our 
enemies tweet on iPhones, and 
kids worldwide bop to Beyonce. 
Yet let’s get real. All this hasn’t 
benefited all Americans. A new¬ 
ly released global index finds 
that America falls short, along 
with other powerful countries, 
on what matters most: assuring 
a high quality of life for ordinary 
citizens. 

The Social Progress Index for 2015 
ranks the U.S. 16th in the world. 
We may thump our chests and 
boast that we’re No. 1, and in 
some ways we are. But, in impor¬ 
tant ways, we lag. 

The index ranks the United States 
30th in life expectancy, 38th in 
saving children’s lives, and a hu¬ 
miliating 55th in women surviv¬ 
ing childbirth. OK, we know that 
we have a high homicide rate, 
but we’re at risk in other ways as 
well. We have higher traffic fatal¬ 
ity rates than 37 other countries, 
and higher suicide rates than 80. 
We also rank 32nd in preventing 
early marriage, 38th in the equal¬ 
ity of our education system, 49th 
in high school enrollment rates 
and 87th in cellphone use. 

Ouch. “We’re No. 87!” doesn’t 
have much of a ring to it, does it? 
Michael E. Porter, the Harvard 
Business School professor who 
helped devise the Social Prog¬ 
ress Index, says that it’s important 
to have conventional economic 
measures such as GDP growth. 
But social progress is also a criti¬ 
cal measure, he notes, of how a 
country is serving its people. 
“We’re not now No. 1 in a lot of 
stuff that traditionally we have 
been,” said Porter, an expert on 
international competitiveness. 
“What we’re learning is that the 
fact that we’re not No. 1 on this 
stuff also means that we’re fac¬ 
ing long-term economic stress¬ 
es.” 

“We’re starting to understand 
that we can’t put economic de¬ 
velopment and social progress 
in two separate buckets,” Por¬ 
ter added. “There’s a dialectic 
here.” 

The top countries in the 2015 So¬ 
cial Progress Index are Norway, 
Sweden, Switzerland, Iceland, 
New Zealand and Canada. Of 
the 133 countries rated, Central 
African Republic is last, just after 
Chad and Afghanistan. 

Sri Lanka does better than India. 
Bangladesh outperforms Paki¬ 
stan. Both the Philippines and 
South Africa do better than Rus¬ 


sia. Mongolia comes in ahead of 
China. And Canada wallops the 
United States. 

One way of looking at the index 
is to learn from countries that 
outperform by having social in¬ 
dicators better than their income 
levels. By that standard, the big¬ 
gest stars are Costa Rica and 
Uruguay, with New Zealand and 
Rwanda also outperforming. 

“This takes time,” said Michael 
Green, executive director of the 
Social Progress Imperative, which 
produces the index. “Costa Rica 
is an overperformer because of 
its history.” 

Green notes that Costa Rica 
offered free, universal primary 
education in the 19th century. In 
the 20th century, it disbanded its 
military forces and invested some 
of the savings in education. One 
payoff: Some surveys have found 
Costa Ricans among the happi¬ 
est people in the world. 

Then there are the underperform¬ 
ers that do worse than would be 
expected from their income lev¬ 
el. Saudi Arabia leads that list. 
The Social Progress Index, now 
in its second year, might seem a 
clarion call for greater equality, 
but that’s not quite right. Porter 
and his number-crunchers found 
only a mild correlation between 
economic equality (measured 
by Gini coefficient) and social 
progress. What mattered much 
more was poverty. 

Of course, wealthy countries 
with high poverty tend to be un¬ 
equal as well. But inequality at 
the top seems to matter less for 
well-being than inequality at the 
bottom. Perhaps we should wor¬ 
ry less about reining in the top 1 
percent and more about helping 
the bottom 20 percent? 

On the other hand, one way to fi¬ 
nance empowerment programs 
is to raise taxes on tycoons. And 
when there is tremendous in¬ 
equality, the wealthy create pri¬ 
vate alternatives to public goods 
- private schools, private security 
forces, gated communities - that 
lead to disinvestment in public 
goods vital to the needy. 

In any case, the 2015 Social Prog¬ 
ress Index should be serve notice 
to Americans - and to people 
around the globe. We obsess on 
the wrong measures, so we often 
have the wrong priorities. 

As an American, what saddens 
me is also that our political sys¬ 
tem seems unable to rise to the 
challenges. 

As Porter notes, Americans gen¬ 
erally understand that we face 
economic impediments such 
as declining infrastructure, yet 
we’re frozen. We appreciate 
that our education system is a 
mess, yet we’re passive. 

We can send people to space 
and turn watches into comput¬ 
ers, but we seem incapable of 
consensus on the issues that 
matter most to our children - so 
our political system remains in 
gridlock, even as other countries 
pass us by.

Rand Paul for president! Wow, 
we’re awash with first-term Re¬ 
publican senators who feel the 
nation needs their services as 
leader of the most powerful na¬ 
tion on the planet. 

Paul can also perform eye sur¬ 
gery, which is certainly a plus. 
What do we know about this 
man Rand? Well, he’s interesting. 
Among the throngs of Republi¬ 
cans promising to cut taxes, slash 
domestic spending and repeal 
Obamacare, Paul is unusual in 
that he also wants to stop gov¬ 
ernment surveillance, negotiate 
a peace treaty with Iran, slash 
defense spending and eliminate 
foreign aid. 

Except - stop the presses! - Rand 
Paul is also evolving. The fresh¬ 
man senator who once wanted 
to eliminate all foreign aid, includ¬ 
ing to Israel, is now a freshman 
senator who wants to eliminate 
some foreign aid while leaving 
more than enough for a certain 
“strong ally of ours.” Also, he has 
learned that Iran probably can’t 
be trusted. And he now wants to 
raise defense spending by about 
$190 billion. 

You could argue he was way 
more interesting before he start¬ 
ed to evolve. But onward. 

During a postannouncement in¬ 
terview on Fox News, the new 
presidential contender was 
asked about an incident when he 
“took a shot at Dick Cheney.” This 
would have been a 2009 speech, 
discovered by Mother Jones, in 
which Paul basically argued that 
Cheney had opposed invading 


Iraq until he went to work for the 
war contractor Halliburton. 
“Before I was involved in politics!” 
the new candidate retorted. If 
you agree with his theory that 
would mean that nothing Rand 
Paul said before 2010 counts. 

It is true that you can’t blame 
politicians for everything they did 
when they were young and fool¬ 
ish, but a five-year statute of limi¬ 
tations seems a bit short. I’d ac¬ 
cept a rule wiping out anything 
that happened in college short 
of a major felony. That would in¬ 
clude a former classmate’s claim 
that when she was at Baylor Uni¬ 
versity, Rand Paul and a friend 
forced her to bow down and 
worship the god Aqua Buddha. 
That’s way more diverting than 
the story about Mitt Romney cut¬ 
ting off a classmate’s long hair 
in high school. But it’s off the re¬ 
cord. Do not base your opinion 
of Rand Paul on the Aqua Bud¬ 
dha incident. Really. Forget I ever 
mentioned it. 

Once Paul began sniffing the 
presidential air, position changes 
started coming rapid-fire, and 
he’s gotten quite touchy when 
people point that out. “No, no, 
no, nonononono,” he said, ac¬ 
cusing NBC’s Savannah Guthrie 
of “editorializing” when she listed 
several of his recent shifts. It was 
reminiscent of an encounter he 
had a while back with Kelly Ev¬ 
ans of CNBC. (“Shhh. Calm down 
a bit here, Kelly.”) You might 
wonder about Rand Paul and 
TV women, but as we all know it 
takes three incidents to make a 
trend. Next time. 

The encounter with Evans came 
after Paul was trying to walk back 
one of his more interesting policy 
statements: opposition to man¬ 
datory vaccinations. “I guess be¬ 
ing for freedom would be really 
unusual,” he said archly, before 
claiming that he knew of many 
“walking, talking, normal children 
who wound up with profound 
mental disorders” after being 
vaccinated. This one has since 
evolved a lot. 

Paul has swung to the left on 
some issues, like immigration. He 
acknowledges that there’s glob¬ 
al warming, which he believes 
should be combated in ways that 


do not inconvenience the coal 
industry. He has stuck to his guns 
on opposing government surveil¬ 
lance of American citizens, and 
you can buy a “Don’t Drone Me, 
Bro!” shirt on his website. (Also at 
the website: $20 Rand Paul Flip- 
Flops, although someone on the 
team apparently noted the iro¬ 
ny and changed their name to 
Rand Paul Sandals.) 

And, of course, Paul is still a liber¬ 
tarian. Because he most definitely 
believes government should get 
off your backs and stop messing 
with your lives. Unless you happen 
to have an unwanted pregnan¬ 
cy, in which case, rather than al¬ 
low you access to abortion, he is 
prepared to tie you to a post until 
you deliver. 

Everything perfectly clear? And, 
now, a brief Rand Paul Pop Quiz.

There is a tension in the 
streets, despite a rebuild¬ 
ing and reform program 
spearheaded by a Com¬ 
munist Party provincial 
official widely lauded for 
his common touch. The 
island’s largest dissident 
group operates through¬ 
out the city, calling regular 
demonstrations and dis¬ 
tributing flyers and DVD’s 
calling for democratic 
change. 

Many in the Patriotic Union 
of Cuba cite eastern Cu¬ 
ba’s role as the historical 
birthplace of the country’s 
uprisings, from the 19th 
century wars of indepen¬ 
dence from Spain to the 
revolution that began with 
Fidel Castro’s attack on 
the Moncada military bar¬ 
racks on a hill overlooking 
the city. 

"Between the west and 
the east of Cuba, the west 
has always been better- 
treated,” said Carlos Arnel 
Oliva Torres, head of the 
youth wing of the opposi¬ 
tion group, which claims 
to have as many as 4,500 
members, most around 
Santiago. 

"The so-called elite of the 
country has always lived in 
Havana and this elite has 
always had more com¬ 
forts, more economic pos¬ 
sibilities," Oliva said. “The 
east of the country has 
always had fewer of these 
sorts of benefits and be¬ 
cause of that, throughout 
history, things have always 
started here.” 

Despite Santiago’s history, 
there’s no indication that 
the opposition group’s 
dreams of going national 
are close to reality. While 
they don’t dismiss local 
dissidents in the disdainful 
way many in the capital 
do, few people in Santia¬ 
go express interest in join¬ 
ing, even in private con¬ 
versations. 

The government appears 
to be trying harder than 
usual to win public ap¬ 
proval in Santiago and 
even residents unhappy 
with life here say the pro¬ 
vincial government has 
responded to their dissatis¬ 
faction with a push to im¬

1st robot into Fukushima reactor stalls, but gets some data

TOKYO (AP) — The opera¬ 
tor of the wrecked Fuku¬ 
shima nuclear plant said 
Monday that the first robot 
sent inside one of the melt¬ 
ed reactors stalled before 
finishing ifs work but col¬ 
lected data that indicates 
a path exists to send robots 
deeper into the reactor. 
That’s good news for ex¬ 
perts designing a robot for 
a future mission aimed at 
locating and investigating 
the residue of the nuclear 
fuel that melted in the 2011 
disaster. 

Tokyo Electric Power Co. 
said the robot stalled after 
completing about two- 
thirds of its planned mission 
Friday inside the Unit 1 con¬ 
tainment vessel. 

TEPCO spokesman Ter- 
uaki Kobayashi said the 
robot collected tempera¬ 
ture and radiation data 
and images from parts of 
the platform around fhe 
area known as the ped¬ 
estal below the bottom of 
the reactor core before it 
became stuck and unre¬ 
coverable. The robot had 
been intended for only 
one use because of fhe 
high radiation levels. 

A second robot mission 
scheduled for Monday was 
postponed while engineers 
investigate the cause of 
the stalling. Kobayashi said 
the robot's treads may 
have become stuck on 
a grating or in a gap as it 
moved. 


The 60-centimeter (2-foot) 
-long, snake-shaped robot 
entered the containment 
chamber through a pipe 
and transformed into a U- 
shape crawler after it land¬ 
ed on the platform. 

A 2 Vi minute edited com¬ 
pilation of images transmit¬ 
ted by the robot, released 
Monday by TEPCO, showed 
steam wafting from inside 
the dark container, lit by 
a lamp mounted on the 
robot, as it slowly maneu¬ 
vered around debris that 
looked like small rocks and 
metal parts. The images 
contained numerous white 
dots believed to be caused 
by gamma rays. 

Kobayashi said the test 
also showed the robot tol¬ 
erated radiation and that 
the levels were significantly 
lower than anticipated.

That means robots can last 
longer and some wireless 
devices may even be us¬ 
able, although the radia¬ 
tion levels were way too 
high for humans to enter 
the area, even wearing 
protective gear. 

Without more data, it will 
be difficult to figure out ex¬ 
actly how to safely locate 
and remove the radioac¬ 
tive debris. Nuclear officials 
are expected to revise the 
plant's decades-long de¬ 
commissioning roadmap 
in the coming weeks, with 
more leeway and options 
in case earlier plans prove 
unfeasible. 

TEPCO plans to send in a 
different, amphibious ro¬ 
bot next year for a further 
investigation of the three 
reactors that suffered melt¬ 
downs after the 2011 earth¬ 


quake and tsunami. 
Computer simulations and 
cosmic ray examinations 
have shown that almost all 
fuel rods in the Unit 1 reac¬ 
tor melted, breached the 
core and fell to the bottom 
of fhe containment cham-

BERLIN (AP) — Whatever 
caused small space rocks 
to lump together billions 
of years ago, magnetism is 
unlikely to be the reason. 
Scientists said Tuesday that 
measurements made by 
the European space probe 
Philae, which landed on 
comet 67P in November, 
show the comet’s core isn't 
magnetized. 

The findings add fo scien¬ 
tists’ understanding of how 
comets and even planets 
formed, because some 
astrophysicists had theo¬ 
rized that magnetism might 
have been responsible for 
aligning and then binding 
together rocks into larger 
boulders. 

In a paper published online 
by the journal Science, the 
team led by Flans-Ulrich 
Auster at the Technical 
University of Braunschweig, 
Germany, said their data 
don’t support this theory, 
though magnetism may 
play a role at earlier stages 
of planet formation.

“If the surface was mag¬ 
netized, we would have 
expected to see a clear 
increase in the magnetic 
field readings as we got 
closer and closer to the 
surface,” said Auster. “If 
comet 67P/Churyumov- 
Gerasimenko is representa¬ 
tive of all cometary nuclei, 
then we suggest that mag¬ 
netic forces are unlikely to 
have played a role in the 
accumulation of planetary 
building blocks greater 
than one meter (3 feet) in 
size.” 

Allan H. Treiman, a senior 
scientist at the Lunar and 
Planetary Institute in Flous- 
ton, Texas, who wasn’t in¬ 
volved in the study, said 
the results credibly suggest 
other forces were respon¬ 
sible. 

“Auster did not find any 
magnetic field, wifh a very 
sensitive instrument, so it 
seems unlikely that mag¬ 
netism in the solar nebula 
was significant for the col¬ 
lection of meter-sized ob¬ 
jects,” Treiman said in an 
email. □

Industry: Digital 
music sales match 
physical for 1st time

LONDON (AP) — Revenue 
from digital music matched 
that from physical albums 
and discs for the first time 
in 2014, a global industry 
body said Tuesday. 

The International Federa¬ 
tion of the Phonographic 
Industry’s annual report 
said digital and physical 
sales each accounted for 
46 percent of the $14.97 
billion in global music rev¬ 
enues. Income from perfor¬ 
mance rights and synchro¬ 
nization revenue made up 
the rest. 

The old-fashioned vinyl for¬ 
mat has had a renaissance 
and now accounts for 2 
percent of revenues. 

Total revenue was down 
0.4 percent from 2013, but 
the group said the overall 
picture for the industry was 
positive. 

The federation said the 
rise of subscription music 
services was driving digi¬ 
tal growth, and there was 
“substantial untapped po¬ 
tential for growth” in the 
paid-for streaming sector. 
“Music companies are 
charting a path to sustain¬ 
able year-on-year growth,” 
said IFPI chief executive 
Frances Moore. 

But she said that the indus¬ 
try was missing out on rev¬ 
enue because some plat¬ 
forms including YouTube 
are exempt from copyright 
laws applied to music¬ 
streaming services like Spo- 
tify — despite having many 


more users. 

Moore said laws should be 
changed to fix this “value 
gap.” 

“It’s not something the in¬ 
dustry can fix, it’s some¬ 
thing that government can 
fix,” she said. 

YouTube said “we pay 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars to the music industry 
every year, have deals in 
place with hundreds of in¬ 
dependent and major la¬ 
bels around the world, and 
provide rights-holders with 
tools to control their copy¬ 
righted work.”Q

Percy Sledge, who sang ‘When 
A Man Loves a Woman,’ dies

NEW ORLEANS (AP) — Per¬ 
cy Sledge, who soared 
from part-time singer and 
hospital orderly to lasting 
fame with his aching, for¬ 
lorn performance on the 
classic “When a Man Loves 
a Woman,” died Tuesday in 
Louisiana. He was 74. 
Sledge died of natural 
causes in hospice care, 
according to Dr. William 
“Beau" Clark, coroner for 
East Baton Rouge Parish. 

A No. 1 hit in 1966, “When 
a Man Loves a Woman” 
was Sledge’s debut sin¬ 
gle, an almost unbear¬ 
ably heartfelt ballad with 
a resonance he never ap¬ 
proached again. Few sing¬ 
ers could have. Its mood set 
by a mournful organ and 
dirge-like tempo, “When 
a Man Loves a Woman” 
was for many the definitive 
soul ballad, a testament 
of blinding, all-consuming 
love haunted by fear and 
graced by overwhelming 
emotion. 

“When a Man Loves a 
Woman” was a personal 
triumph for Sledge, who 
seemed on the verge of 
sobbing throughout the 
production, and a break¬ 
through for Southern soul. It 
was the first No. 1 hit from 
Alabama’s burgeoning 
Muscle Shoals music scene, 
where Aretha Franklin and 
the Rolling Stones among 


others would record, and 
the first gold record for At¬ 
lantic Records. 

Atlantic Records executive 
Jerry Wexler later called 
the song “a transcendent 
moment” and “a holy 
love hymn.” Sledge’s hit 
became a standard that 
sustained his long touring 
career in the U.S., Europe 
and South Africa, when he 
averaged 100 performanc¬ 
es a year, and led to his in¬ 
duction into the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame in 2005. It 
was a favorite at weddings 
— Sledge himself did the 
honors at a ceremony for 
musician and actor Steve 
Van Zandt — and often 
turned up in movies, includ¬ 
ing “The Big Chill,” ’’The 
Crying Game” and a 1994 
Meg Ryan drama named 
for the song's title. 

“When a Man Loves a 
Woman” was re-released 
after being featured in Oli¬ 
ver Stone’s Vietnam War 
film “Platoon” in 1987 and 
reached No. 2 in Britain. 
Michael Bolton topped 
the charts in the 1990s with 
a cover version and Roll¬ 
ing Stone magazine later 
ranked it No. 53 on its list 
of the greatest songs of all 
time. Recognizable by his 
wide, gap-toothed smile, 
Sledge had a handful of 
other hits between 1966 
and 1968, including “Warm 
and Tender Love,” "It Tears 


Me Up," "Out of Left Field” 
and “Take Time to Know 
Her." He returned to the 
charts in 1974 with “I’ll Be 
Your Everything.” 

Before he became famous, 
Sledge worked in the cot¬ 
ton fields in Alabama and 
took a job in a hospital. 
He also spent weekends 
playing with a rhythm-and- 
blues band called the Es¬ 
quires. A patient at the 
hospital heard him singing 
while working and recom¬ 
mended him to record pro¬ 
ducer Quin Ivy. 

In the 2013 documentary 
“Muscle Shoals,” Sledge re¬ 
called recording the song: 
“When I came into the stu¬ 
dio, I was shaking like a leaf. 
I was scared.” He added 
that it was the “same mel¬ 
ody that I sang when I was 
out in the fields. I just wailed 
out in the woods and let 
the echo come back to 
me.” 

The composition of the 
song has long been a mys¬ 
tery. Some thought that 
Sledge wrote it himself. 
Sledge said he was inspired 
by a girlfriend who left him 
for a modeling career af¬ 
ter he was laid off from a 
construction job in 1965, 
but he gave the songwrit¬ 
ing credits to two Esquires 
bandmates, bassist Calvin 
Lewis and organist Andrew 
Wright, who helped him 
with the songO

for true love in ‘The 
Beekeeper’s Daughter’

International best-selling 
author Santa Montefiore 
writes an epic romance 
that spans two genera¬ 
tions in her new novel, “The 
Beekeeper’s Daughter.” 
Readers are transported 
back and forth between 
Massachusetts and Eng¬ 
land unraveling a timeline 
that stretches over four 
decades. It’s the story of a 
daughter’s journey to find 
happiness and a mother’s 
cautionary tale of lost love. 
It’s 1932, and Grace Ham¬ 
blin lives her charming 
life. She takes care of the 
grand estate of the Mar¬ 
quess and Marchioness of 
Penselwood, along with 
her father. Her best friend, 
Freddie, has grown into a 
respectable young man, 
and it won’t be long be¬ 
fore he asks for her hand 
in marriage. When Grace’s 
father dies, Freddie is the 
only constant in her life. It 
makes sense to begin a 
life with him, working on 
the estate and planning 
for a family. But Grace is in 
love with another man — a 
man she can never have. 
Forty years later, Grace’s 
fiery daughter Trixie has 


fallen in love with the lead 
singer of a band. The entire 
community of Tekanasset 
Island thinks Jasper is just 
the type of wild child who 
will whisk Trixie away with 
the promise of a thrilling life 
touring the world. 

When his brother suddenly 
dies, Jasper is summoned 
back to England to take 
on the family business. He 
promises to send for Trixie, 
but Grace knows that day 
will never come. 

Montefiore embellishes this 
novel with exquisite details. 
The descriptions that por¬ 
tray the fictional island of 
Tekanasset and its colorful 
residents come to life with 
each turn of the page. 

The English setting is com¬ 
parably illustrated with 
great attention to even the 
smallest elements, includ¬ 
ing the science of bee¬ 
keeping. By the time you 
read the final page, you 
should be able to jar your 
own honey. 

Montefiore has painted 
a heart-wrenching pic¬ 
ture of young love in “The 
Beekeeper’s Daughter.”
